delity. For  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that 
human  beings,  arc  as  eager,  in  the  gratifi- 
cation of  unreal  prupcnlions,  and  as  much 
aiTedcd,  by  difordcrs  of  the  mind,  as  they 
can  polfibly  be,  by  the  moll  real  and  cor- 
poreal grievances.  There  have  been  at  all 
times,  and  will  alwa^'s  be,  until  a radical 
change,  in  the  difpolitions  of  mankind  (lull 
take  place,  an  infinitive  number  of  intrigue- 
ing  and  dciigning  perfons  who  indiferimi- 
nately  fatirize  and  contemn  all  the  mea. 
fures  of  government  with  acrimony  and 
fpleen,  and  whom  it  would  be  inipolliule  to 
pleafe,  in  any  manner  whatever.  The  de- 
fedl  is  not  in  the  government,  but  in  their 
own  dillempered  minds.  The  application 
of  ihefe  obfervatioiis,  to  the  prelent  poli- 
cy of  this  Hate  may  at  once  be  traced,  and 
we  trull,  that  the  good-fence  and  patriotifm 
of  a large  majority  of  the  Kentuckians,  will 
he  more  than  fuflicient  to  preferve  that  at- 
tachment to  the  general  government  which 
they  have  hitherto  maiiitefled. 

It  is  hoped  that  a firm  reliance,  upon 
the  intelligence,  and  integrity  ofthofe  who 
adminifler  the  government,  will  infpire, 
that  pcrfeverencc,  on  our  part  in  I'upport 
of  the  embargo,  and  the  other  mcafures  of 
Congrefs,  wh'ch  our  independence  itfelfap- 
pears  to  folicit.  The  cniightcd  nations  of 
Europe,  notwithdanding  they  have  been 
forely  aggrieved  by  the  opperation  oi  the 
American  Embargo,  have  not,  fomc  ot 
them,  failed  to  exprefs,  as  their  opinion,  in 
fuhflance,  that  it  was  judifiable,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  was 
found  policy  dictated  by  views  of  retalia- 
tion and  fell  prefervation. 

“The  United  States  of  America  have  pre- 
ferred to  renounce  commerce,  and  the  fea 
rather  than  to  acknowledge  the  llavery  of 
them.”  Thefe  are  the  words  of  Bonaparte, 
who  is  certainly  not  the  flatterer  of  the 
United  States  policy,  fpoken  in  his  fpeech, 
addrelTed  to  the  legiflative  body  of  Fiance, 
on  the  25th  of  Oft.  1808.  It  will  be  a re- 
fleftion  fufficiently  confolaiory,  to  the  lib 
eral  and  polite  clalt  of  merchants,  and 
others,  i.i  this  (late,  whofe  interefls  have 
made  the  embargo,  a little  unpalatable 
to  conlidrr  for  a moment  upon  the  alterna 
live  to  which  it  was  preferred  ; they  will 
then  perceive,  that  when  their  cafe,  and 
profit,  are  f.crificed,  to  the  operation  of 
unrelenting  rule,  (to  wit,  that  next  to  the 
furrender  of  our  independence,  and  Free- 
dom, no  evil  deferves  fo  much  to  be  dread- 
ed as  war,)  it  is  I'acrificed,  to  the  happinefs 
of  the  community.  Circumdances  have 
fhown,  and  will  continue  to  prove,  that  the 
laying  of  the  embargo  by  our  government, 
was  both  wife,  and  politick  ; nor  is  the  fuf- 
prnlion  of  commerce  in  any  wife  chargea 
ble  upon  that  mcafure.  'I'he  embargo  was 
only  a defeiilive  Hep.  Great  Brifain  bad 
laid,  anteriuur  to  the  palTige  of  the  law 
“if  you  go  to  France,  or  her  dependencies, 
without  her  leave,  your  property  ihall  be 
liable  to  feizurr,  and  condemnation.”— - 
hrance  lays  if  you  h»vc  vilited  Britain 
or  been  viG:ed  b^  a Briton,  your  velTcIs 
Hiall  lie  liable  to  Icizure,  and  coiififcation.” 
And  by  these  our  coninierce  was  deftroyed. 
A recurrence  to  fafts  will  lliew  fatisfaftory, 
that  it  is  not  to  the  Embargo,  but  to  tlie 
decrees  of  England  and  France  alone,  that 
the  rufnenlloii  of  all  profitable  commerce, 
to  the  United  Hates  is  to  be  attributed. 
Tlie  prel'ent  lituation,  of  tliis  Bate,  as  well 
as  oi  every  other,  iin poles  an  abfolute  obli- 
gation, on  the  people,  to  adopt  an  explicit, 
and  decided  cunduft.  It  is  utterly  inipof- 
lible  to  conceal  frcJni  ourfclves,  or  the  na- 
tions of  Europe,  that  endeavours  have  been 
exerted,  to  cherilh,  and  foment  a divilion, 
between  the  government,  and  jieople  ol 
the  United  States.  'I'o  invcliigate  the 
caufes,  which  have  excited  thefe  attempts, 
is  not  necelTary  ; but  to  repel  by  a decided, 
and  prompt  compliance  with  the  laws  ; iii- 
finuations  fo  derogatory  to  the  honor,  and 
aggrellioni,  lo  dangerous  to  the  condituti- 
un,  union,  and  even  independence,  of  the 
nation, is  an  iiidirpcnfable  duty.

It  mud  not  be  permitted  to  be  doubted, 
whether  the  people  of  the  United  States 
will  fupport  tlie  government,  edablidied, 
by  their  immediate  and  voluntary  coiifent, 
and  appointed  by  tlicir  free  choice  ; or 
whether,  by  furrenderiiig  thcmlelves,  to 
the  direftion,  of  foreign,  or  domedic  dif- 
fcntioni,  in  oppofition  lo  their  own  gov- 
ernment, they  will  forfeit  the  hououroble 
dation,  they  have  hitherto  manifeded. 
That  the  people  of  America  Ihould  fo  loon, 
be  willing  to  relinquiih  their  liberties,  fug- 
geded  by  the  wildom,  and  purcliafcd  with 
the  blood  of  their  anccltors,  and  refign 
their  government,  into  the  hands  of  Britilh 
opprellion,  and  extortion  ; and  that  they 
Ihou’dprelltaic  tbanfclvetj  at  tbs  foetilool

The  government  has  publiltied  the  fol- 
lowing Declaration  upon  the  nrgociatiuit 
propufed  by  Ruflia  and  France  ; 

” The  propcfals  made  by  the  government 
of  Ruflia  and  France  have  not  terminated 
ill  any  negociation  ; and  as  the  coritfpon- 
dence  is  concluded,  his  Majrlly  thinks  fit 
iiiiniediatcly  lo  make  public  the  rclult. 
The  continual  appearance  of  a negocia.ioii 
after  feeing  that  it  was  abt’olulely  ira- 
polTiblc  to  cbtain  a peace,  would  only  b« 
advantageous  to  the  enemy.  It  would 
offer  to  France  an  opportunity  to  fovy 
difeord  and  jealoufy  in  the  councils  of 
thofe  who  arc  united  to  refill  opprelbon, 
and  the  illufive  profpeft  of  a peace  between 
Great  Britain  and  France  could  only  ba 
prejudicial  to  thole  nations  which 
groan  under  the  tyranny  of  French  alli- 
ance, or  thofe  which  preferve  a vacilla- 
ting and  precarious  independence,  if  »- 
V them  there  Ihould  be  one  which  ac- 
tually IS  waveiing  between  the  inevitable 
ruin  of  a prolonged  inaftivity,  and  the 
confequent  rllki  of  an  effort  to  llberatt 
Itfelf.  Thefe  propofals  would  hold  cut 
the  vain  hope  that  they  might  be  permit- 
ted to  renew  their  tranquility,  or  would 
alarm  them  with  the  fear  of  remaining 
lone  in  the  conteft.  Fits  majclty  was 
fully  perfuaded  that  this  wa»  the  princi- 
pal objeft  of  France  in  the  propofals  that 
were  made  to  him  from  Erfurth,  at  a time 
when  fuch  terrible  confequences  would 
refult  from  the  decificn  of  I’eacf  or  War, 
both  from  its  importance  and  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  rcfult.  His  tnajelly  faw  the 
neceffity  of  invefligatiiig,  if  it  were  pof- 
fible,  the  views  and  dcligns  of  the  ene- 
my. 

It  was  difficult  for  hii  majefly  to  be. 
lieve  that  the  emperor  of  Hufl'ia  fliould. 
fo  blindly  have  delivered  bimfclf  up  to  the 
violence  and  ambition  of  that  power, 
with  whom  his  imperial  niajcfly  has  un- 
fortunately allied  hiinl’clf  ; that  he  Ihould 
be  difpofed  to  allill  openly  in  the  ufurpa- 
tioii  of  the  Spanilii  monarchy,  and  to  ac- 
knowledge and  defena  the  rights  which 
France  has  arrogated  to  hcrfelf ; to  depofa 
and  iinprifon  the  Koyal  family,  and  to 
compel  them  by  force  to  transfer  to  her 
the  oath  of  fidelity  to  an  independent  na- 
tion ; therefore,  when  it  was  propofed  to 
his  nrajcfly  to  cntci  into  a negociation  for 
a general  peace,  a concert  with  liis  allies, 
and  to  treat  tiiher  o'*  the  balis  ol  the  Uti, 
possidetis,  which  until  now  has  been  * 
fubjeft  of  fo  many  dilpuies,  or  on  any  oth- 
er balls  whatever,  compatible  with  jul'- 
licc,  honour,  and  equality  ; bis  majcfly 
determined  to  oppofc  to  this  feigned  can- 
dour and  moderation,  a candour  real  Stfin- 
ceie,  on  his  part.  His  niaj-fly  declared 
he  was  ready  to  enter  into  the  negocia- 
tion in  concert  with  his  allies,  and  there- 
fore coiiimunicaced  to  them  imincdiately 
the  propofals  which  he  had  received  lint 
his  majelly  was  not  leagued  with  Spain 
by  a loniial  treaty  of  alliance,  he  judg- 
ed  it  iiecetlary  to  declare,  tirat  tlie  en- 
gagcinent  which  he  had  contrafted  in  the 
face  of  the  world  with  that  nation,  he 
confidcred  not  lefs  facred  nor  lefs  obliga- 
tory on  his  majelly,  than  the  mo!l  folenin 
treaties;  that  liis  luajefly  would  negociatc 
ill  concert  with  the  Spanifli  govei iinicnt, 
n the  name  of  ids  Catholic  majelly,  Feidi- 
Hand  V 1 1. 

The  anfwer  given  by  France  to  llii. 
propofal  of  his  majelly  difeovered  imniedi- 
.itely  the  veil  which  was  tiled  to  cover  its 
Ichcmcs,  and  lliowed  at  once  the  ai  rogaiKe 
nd  iujufliccot  that  govcinmciii.  1 o the 
Spanilii  nation  in  general  they  have  ap- 
plied the  degrading  title  of  Spanifh  infur- 
gents,  and  the  demand  of  the  Spanilii  guv- 
ernment  as  a party  in  the  negociation, 
was  thrown  afidc  as  iiudinifible  and  in- 
fulting  ! — His  nrajefly  has  received,  with 
as  lunch  aflonillimciit  as  forrow,  the  anfwer 
of  the  Emperor  of  RuiFia  ; aud  although 
of  the  fame  cflieft,  is  let's  indecorous  in  its 
cone  and  manner.  He  rharafterizes  as 
an  infurreftion,  the  glorious  efforis 
of  the  Spanilh  people  in  favour  of 
their  legitimate  Sovereign,  and  in  defence 
of  the  independence  of  their  country  ; and 
has  fanftioned  by  the  authority  of  his  im- 
perial majelly,  a ufurpaiion  which  has  not 
its  equal  in  the  hidory  of  the  world.  Hit 
niajcfly  would  have  readily  embraced  the 
opporlun'"  ty  of  a negotiation  that  would 
have  prefented  fome  hope  or  profpeft  of  a 
peace  compatable  with  juflicc  and  hon- 
our. His  inajrfljr  regrets  cxtrciiicly  any 
thing  which  will  aggravate  and  prolong 
the  fufferings  of  Europe  ; but  neither  th* 
honour  of  his  majefty,  nor  the  genrrofity 
of  the  Britilh  nation,  will  permit  him  to 
commence  a negotiation  abandoning  a loy- 
al and  brave  people,  who  are  fighting  fur
